Shirley discovered that she was pregnant when she was fif- 
teen years old, She wasn't married but she was in love and 
she didn't mind having a “lcove-child.” She would play with 
her little girl and take care of herself-even thoygh she stil! 
fived: -at. home with: her -parents. It- was: sometimes. hard 
to “make” ends” meet in’ the house, but it worked 
out. Everything was fine, in fact she was planning to go back 
to school when, two years after the birth of her first child she 
discovered that she was pregnant again. 

Shirley Knew that she definitely did not want’ to have 
another child. The anger and frustration in her grew for nine 
months until finally she gave birth to another girl. 

Now there suddenly seemed to be too much to do and not 
enough time to get around to feeding the new baby. Shirley 
couldn't even think of a name for her infant daughter. All she 
could think about was the problem of having another mouth 
to feed which would pufoff her return to school maybe for- 
ever. . a 

Although Shirley's first child was healthy, her second lang- 
uished_in her_offthanded care. She failed to gain weight or 
even to grow very much at a time when most infants are fairly 
bursting at the seams. 

Shirley's baby was suffering from a form of malnutrition 
called failure to thrive. Healthy infants and childrén come

A problem with eating that permeates all segments. of 
society, Ms. Robinson pointed out in the abundance of ad- 
vertiging. which encourages people to overeat. Also, the con- 
venience of fast foods and ready made and instant foods 
makes it easier for everyone*to eat poorly. “if a person had to 
make an apple pie from scratch he might settle for the apple 
instead,” she said. E 

There is also the fact that many of the cheapest foods are 
the empty calories ones—they provide calories but little or no 
nutritional value, ' 

It takes knowledge to choose the right foods. The beautiful 
Packages on theshelves at the supermarket are intriguing to 
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it won't happen again.”

Hatcher went on to say,

politics. But | hope that no 
one for one moment will think 


people who don’t know what is in them, commented Dr. 
Helen Hunscher, who heads the nutrition department at Case 
Western Reserve University, Cleveland. bs 

But how can there be malnourished people in this land of 
plenty? The problem is in evidence in all socio-economic 
levels of our society and the causes are many and varied. A 
reporter from New York Magazine discovered that there are 
large numbers of women who: are so concerned with being 
“fashionably slim” that they literally starve themselves in or- 
der to achieve: the skinny. model look. 

At the other extreme there are many people in the inner 
city who are immensely overweight. Dr. Dave. Miller, Medical 
Director. at Hough-Norwood Health Care Center, E. 55th St. 
reports that obesity is the most prevalent chronic illness 
among the’ patients’ at that center. The next most common 
problems are hypertension and- anxiety reaction, both of 
which can affect the body's ability to assimilate ingested 
food. 

There are many/reasons for the prevalence of overweight, 
but they all lead to the same place. Take for example Mr. and 
Mrs..Jones and their children ( a hypothetical family). The 
Jones live on one of those small streets of E. 79th. They rent 
an old house which is badly in need of paint and general 
repairs. 

The Jones have two children and are expecting.a third in 
six months. Both.parents have worked in the past, but Mrs. 
Jones stopped when she started having children and Mr. 
Jones has been unable to find a job after being laid off from

been trained. 

Their welfare check is $220. per month (subsistance grants 
from the Department of Welfare have not been raised since 
1969 even though .the cost of.living has increased - 

«dramatically—in-that- time); ° 

Out of the $220. they must pay rent, buy food stamps and 
pay -for-clothing and general. necessities forthe children. In- 
cluding the additional buying power of the food stamps their 
daily budget breaks down to $2.28 per person per day. 

Mrs. Jones cannot afford to make the wrong choices when 
she goes to the grocery store. But the least 6xpensive items 
for her to buy are large boxes of cheap cookies to feed the 
children between meals, peanut butter, fatty meat, potatoes, 
rice, canned or dried beans and maybe some fish. The 
children aren't accustomed to having fresh vegetables so on 
the few occasions when they have them they don’t. par- 
ticularly like to eat them. 

in spite of their small budget, all of the members of the 
Jones family are overweight. Their primary source of enter- 
tainment is an old TV set.. Many nights they gather in front of 
the tube with-beer and Pepsi and some snacks from the cor- 
ner store, They rarely get any kind of exercise, 

Mrs: Jones knows:she needs more.food while she is preg- 
nant because she usually feels hungry. She tries to keep her- 
self full but she doesn’t necessarily eat healthier food. What- 
she may not know is that she is ruhning the risk of 
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be accountable to black 
people.

Although the fact that Mrs. Jones is overweight may in- 
crease the chances of her having a larger baby—and birth 
weight does affect the survival of an infant--there are other 
factors which she should consider. The first four months of 
pregnancy are very critical ones. This is the period in which 
the formation and development of all organs, limbs muscles 
and brain cells takes place. 

After the primary development of the later stages are ones 
of growth, rather. than. actual formation..lt. is most important 
that an expectant mother eats well during the time 'so that the 
development of the fetus is not impaired in any way. 

\IIness or matnutrition in the mother at this time can cause 

anent damage either mentally or physically. The use of 
alcohol and cigarettes can also affect the development and 
size of the baby. 

It has recently been discovered that smoking mothers con- 
sistantly produce smaller babies than non-smokers. 

While after an infant is born it is not necessarily a sign of 
good health to be fat, the weight at birth is a critical factor

Though the importance of eating well never ends through- 
out life, the most critical times are during pregnancy and the 
first two years of a child's life. Recent research has shown 
that.extremely poor-nutrition in the early months of life can 


The brain cells are developed during the first two years of 
life, explains Dr. Hunscher. After two years of age the cells 
only grow larger, but not more in number. 

A child who is malnourished is not able to reach his full 
potential as a human being, this is a tragedy for anyone, said 
Dr. Connie Sousa, Chief of Pediatrics at the Hough-Norwood 
Health Care Center.

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Mormon Church Lags ‘Behind 


And now the Mormon 
Church of Utah has done it. it 
has resurrected the ugly 
shades ‘of discrimination, 


‘jamboree going for sometime 

and\while the vast majority of 
them. are white, there isa 
smattering of black scouts as 
they begin to take up 
‘residency in the state. 

One black boy, who has 

ne very far in Utah Boy 

couting, applied for a 
position ‘as a staff sergeant 
but. was turned down. The 
church charter confines 
eligibles for that position to 
“male white,” so the black 
boy could not have the post. 

Is it not always the black 

|.boy’s life? He reaches for 
higher and better things, but 
must be happy with seconds. 
Always the avenue of oppor- 
tunity closes up in front of 
him with a-stone wall spelling 
out its refusal of advance 
because of race. 

Frustration after frustration 
stops him dead: in the track 
just when opportunity seems 
assured. So, the little Boy 
Scout, a 12 year old lad, had 
opportunity shutoff-from: him 
because he is biack. 

Haven't heard much of the 
Mormons and their ways and 

_ ‘was iridifferent to learning 
about that charter. Look. at 
the history. When the move- 
ment started back in the later 
1840's and early 1850's and 
the trek west to Utah began. 
Most of the members’ came 
out of immigrant stock of that 
day of Western Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia, a set of 
people used to looking down 
on blacks because that was 
the way to look at slavery as 
it existed. 

They were as immune to 
the evils of slavery as a 
Sophisticated lady would be 
to a sermon on drink in a 
cocktail lounge: 

It was almost a customary 
act to write in the charter of 
men’s organizations, “white 
male."" as labor unions 
sprang up in the late 1800's 
they always injected that 
phrase. The problem is that 
most. members who never 
tread preambles nor..charters 
anyway, don't know what is 
there. 

When they find it there, 
they look upon it as 
something sacred to the 
basic convenant, not to be 
changed. Look at the wrangle

The Mormon Church 
hierarchy will have to 
examine the preambles and 
church Jaws and rule out dis- 
crimination against the 
blacks, Although the rule 
exists_in church laws, it is @ 
blemish on the faith to keep a 
worthy black boy from at- 
taining a higher position in 
scouting. 

It is such a hard road we 
blacks travel in life, Although 
there may be much 
camouflage to hide it, it is 
there stopping us and making 
travel to better things so very 
difficult. With all other chur- 
ches leaning over backwards 
trying to shed their former 
robes of discrimination and 
look on all men through the 
eyes of their God, the Mor- 
mon Church is. still steps 
behind. 

One cannot say that 
the prohibition of blacks to~ 
hold the post the Negro scout 
sought was intentional. It may 
have been among forgotten 
by-laws and rules that should 
have been expunged from the 
books ages ago,’ but the 
church__fathers—just haven't 
gatten around to examining 
to decide if there should be a 
change. 

But, on the other hand, | 
still admonish circumspec- 
tion about that man with the 
pink glow on his face we call 
white, He does many rotten 
things to blacks and tries to 
be subtle in the absurd 
assumption that blacks won't 
catch on, The point is, blacks 
never lose sensitivity to dis- 
crimination, They dip even 
into photosynthesis of the 
roots of the evil — discri- 
mination. 

Isn't it startling that after 25 
years of tolerant living 
together we find a church 
holding its hand out against a 
boy.. trying. to. attain 
something, just because heis 
black? 

Ambition denied -- it 
reminds one. of a black chap 
at Ohio State Fair some years 
ago, who had caught the 
biggest fish. He was sure the 
Governor would come up, 
shake his hand and have his 
picture taken with him — but 
the Governor rushed past 
that black child to have him- 
self photographed with a 
whité boy with a fish half the 
size, 

Is there any wonder that 
some black youths turn out to 
be lawbreakers, taking into 
consideration the frustrations 
they face constantly because 
they are black?
